LONDON, July 29 (AP).—Amer- 
ican heavy bombers raided Kiel 
today and 10 planes failed to re- 
turn, United States headquarters 
announced. A Warnemuende air- 
Plane plant also came under the 
bomb sights of the raiders. 

“American heavy bombers at- 
tacked U-boats and shipyards at 
Kiel and the Heinkel aircraft fac- 
tory at Warnemuende in North- 
west Germany today with good re- 
sults,” headquarters said. 

-“A considerable number of ene- 
my fighters were destroyed by the 
heavy bombers, 10 of which are 
zmnissing.” 

Earlier today Royal Air Force 
fighters made sweeps over France 
and Belgium, destroying three ene- 
my fighters without loss. Heavy 
bombing of as yet unannounced 
objectives continued this evening. 
A correspondent at Folkestone re- 
ported explosions from France 
were shaking buildings. “It is like 
the days of 1940 when the Germans 
were bombing this side,” the corre- 
spondent said. 


Raid on Oschersleben. 

The Kiel raid came on the sixth 
day of an around-the-clock offen- 
sive which yesterday sent unes- 
corted Flying Fortresses in broad 
daylight to within 80 miles of Ber- 
lin to smash the Nazi aircraft 
plant at Oschersieben. 

Kassel, site of a big Focke-Wulf 
essembly plant about 200 miles 
southwest of Berlin, also was bat- 
tered by the big American bomb- 
ers, which were reported to have 
shot down more than 60 Nazi 
fighters attempting to beat them 
off. The Americans lost 23 bomb- 
ers during the roundtrip of more 
than 1000 miles, a communique 
said. One Allied fighter plane also 
was lost. 

The Oschersleben raid was the 
Geepest American daylight thrust 
of the war into Germany. 

The big planes were picked up 
on their return trip by. escorting 
American Thunderbolts and other 
Allied Fighters. The Thunderbolts 
shot down nine Nazi fighters to 
bring the day's total to more than 
69 German planes. 

150 German Fighters. 

Returning pilots reported that 
between 150 and 200 German 
fighters attacked the American 
bomber formations in groups of 
2% during a hard running fight 
asting two hours, until the For- 

es picked up their Thunder- 
bolt escorts. 

It wag the fourth long sweep in 
five days for the Fortresses. 

R. A. F. pilots returning from 
Tuesday night's raid on Hamburg 
said the attack lasted 45 minutes 
and was “even more destructive 
than previous raids on the port.” 
The raiders encountered smoke 
from the stricken city rising al- 
most five miles and said that fire 
giows were visible for 200 miles.

GIVES ITALY PEACE

The Eisenhower message was 
read uninterruptedly for two hours 
in Italian, French, German and 
English, and a special program in 
Italian was scheduled for every 15 
minutes containing the main points 
of his message. 

‘(A London dispatch reported 
that “heavy jamming,” by Axis 
radio interfered with reception of 
the broadcast in the British Isles.) 

The message was the first from 
any Allied leader commending the 
Italian royal house for its part in 
Mussolini’s removal. It was dis-. 
closed in London last week that 
Eisenhower had been entrusted 
with full autbority to deal with 
any peace offers. 

The references to the “honor- 
able conditions” for peace already 
coftered the Italians apparently re- 
ferred to the joint message which 
President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill addressed to the 
Italian people on July 17. 

The exchange of prisoners of- 
fered by Eisenhower would favor 
the Italians about three to one. 
The Allies captured 248,000 or more 
Axis soldiers in Tunisia and have 
eized 75,000 thus far in the Sicilian 
campaign, most of them Italians in 
each case.

Gayda Killed, One Report Says; 
Another Has Him Under Arrest

MADRID, July 29 (AP)-—Vir- 
ginio Gayda, former editor of the 
Giornale d'Italia and a leading 
spokesman of Fascism, was one of 
those killed in Italy during anti- 


Fascist “revenge hunts” that be- 
gan shortly after the downfall of 
Benito Mussolini, according to re- 
ports received here from Italy. 

(A British Broadcasting Co. re- 
port, recorded by United States 
Government monitors, said that 
Gayda had been arrested and 
charged with high treason. The 
broadcast, which quoted a Bern 
report, said Roberto Farinacci, for- 
mer Secretary-General of the 
Fascist party and Mario Appelius, 
a Rome radio commentator, also 
had been arrested. Other editors 
reported in custody were Giovanni 
Ansaldo of Count Ciano’s Il Tele- 
grafo of Leghorn and the editors 
of Il Popolo di Roma and la 
Stampa.) 

Enemies of Roberto Farinacci 
made a determined hunt for him 
but the former Fascist party Sec- 
retary-General, who lived in a 
Rome hotel, slipped out a back 
door while a mob stormed into the 


building past his guards, these re- 
ports said. 

Italians reaching Spain said that 
anti-Fascist demonstrations which 
surged around the offices of the 
newspaper Il Popolo d'Italia in 
Milan following Mussolini’s down- 
fall had developed into a pitched 
battle. | 

A number of Fascist district 
leaders had gone to the newspaper 
offices to get news from Rome, 
they said, and after the announce- 
ment of Mussolini’s resignation a 
mob formed quickly before the 
building. As the group tried to 
break through the doors and 
hurled paving stones through the 
windows Fascists inside the build- 
ing tossed hand grenades at them. 

Soldiers were said to have 
joined the attackers and sniped 
at the defenders until the com- 
mander of the army garrison of 
Milan arrived with orderg from 
Marshal Badoglio to obtain the 
surrender of the defenders. Be- 
fore he could act, however, the 
mob, encouraged by the presence 
of soldiers, rushed the building.

The Rome radio in its first de- 
tailed exposition of Italy’s position 
following the fall of Benito Mus- 
solini declared last night that, with 
Fascism “abolished,” there remains 
“but one thing for Italy to do— 
continue to fight—fight for liberty 
and honor.” 

The Italian people, the an- 
nouncer said in an English lan- 
guage broadcast recorded by the 
Associated Press, “were at war, 
and they remain at war.” 

There has been no change in the 
relations between Italy and Great 
Britain, the broadcast said. 
“What has happened in Italy is 
strictly a home affair,” it asserted. 
“Italy has found it necessary to 
rid herself of a political system) 
which she found harmful to the na- 
tion; thig political system has been 
done away with. 

“Fascism in Italy is over! For- 
ever!” 

Italy is now orderly and united 
under the leadership of the King 
and the head of the Government, 
the broadcast said, “and all the 
Italian people realize that the most 
urgent and necessary matter to 
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attend to is to fight their foreign 
enemies.” 

“When there was Fascism in 
Italy, the British Government kept 
on saying that they were fighting 
against Fascism alone and not 
Italy,” the broadcast said. “But 
now that Fascism no longer éxists, 
the British continue to declare 
that they want to destroy and lay 
waste to Italy from one end of the 
country to the other. Thus the 
British Government itself gives 
the lie to its former declaration. 

“Italy is faced by an enemy who 
has declared that he wants Italy’s 
destruction. 

“Under these conditions there is 
but one thing for Italy to do. Con- 
tinue to fight! And Italy will 
fight—fight for liberty and for 
honor.” 


Allies Must Insist Italy Put No 
Obstacle in Path, Briton Says.

However, a dispatch from Chiasso, 
Switzerland, said strikes in the 
Milan industrial region had as- 
sumed important proportions, with 
Communists attacking the mon- 
archy. 

Walls in northern Italy—despite 
Badoglio’s restriction on placard- 
ing and slogans—were reported 
plastered with inscriptions bear- 
ing the words: “Mussolini is 
liquidated—now the war must be 
liquidated, Long live the social 
republic!” 

(A British radio broadcast said 
the families of numerous Fascist 
officials were reported “to have 
arrived by plane in Berlin.”) 

Italian economics have been 
heavily affected by the fall of 
Fascism. A single meal costs about 
30 lire. Most workers average 35 
lire daily. 

A new proclamation by five 
anti-Fascist parties that demanded 
that Badoglio end the war was 
published in Turin newspapers.

Crisis for Badoglio. 


Badoglio assumed control of the 
government five days ago in the 
hope of organizing and stabilizing 
a new authoritarian government, 
reports from Rome indicated, but 
the nation-wide demonstrations for 
peace, the rioting and fighting, 
and strikes in Italy’s most im- 
portant war ‘and industrial fac- 
tories, combined with increasing 
political agitation apparently has 
brought the country to the verge 
of civil war. 

The crisis in Italy’s internal af- 
fairs has rea¢hed the stage where 
even a spokesman for the Berlin 
Foreign Office reportedly admitted 
the probability of a new govern- 
ment in Rome before the end of 
the week. Berlin political circles 
went so far as to mention Crown 
Prince Umberto as a rallying point 
around which a new government 
would be set up. 

Milan, Turin and Genoa, accord- 
ing to information reaching Bern, 
were centers of peace demonstra- 
tions, open fighting and political 
revolts. In all three of these in- 
dustrial ,cities gangs of, Fascist, 
militia were reported resisting reg- 
ular army units striving to main- 
tain order and enforce Premier 
Badoglio’s decree abolishing the 
Fascist party. 

Significant also was the suppres- 
sion, after two days of free ex- 
pression, of republican newspapers 
which had been under the Fascist 
bar for 20 years. The night edi- 
tion of Milan’s Correire della Serra 
appeared with great blank spaces 
due to censorship. The article 
most heavily deleted was entitled 
“A Day in Milan.” 

Corriere della Serra’s account of 
fighting in Milan, mostly on the 
outskirts, said the effort to reduce 
the Fascist nests was “a long, dif- 
ficult and bloody” one. 

The groups still were holding 
out last night, it was reported. 
Their possessior. of machine guns 
forced Italian troops to use tanks. 

Parades and demonstrations 
were reported to have ceased in 
Rome.

Fascists Hold Hostages. 

Vito Mussolini, nephew of the 
ousted Premier and director of the 
defunct Fascist newspaper Popolo 
d'Italia, was reported among 70 
Fascists who barricaded them- 
selves—along with women and 
children as hostages—at I) Covo. 

A roundabout report published 
by Libera Stampa of Lugano said 
some high Fascists had been killed 
at Turin. 

Members of the Socialist, Com- 
munist, and other liberal parties 
in Milan spent yesterday making 
anti-Fascist speeches in public 
squares — despite military orders 
against public assemblies. 

The military commander at 
Milan, Gen, Canale, last night 
issued a communique saying that 
anyone caught “flagrantly” violat- 
ing military orders would be shot 
immediately, 

Gen. Calierno has taken charge 
of communications in Milan, or- 
dering the resumption of tram and 
bus services. 


Reds Demonstrating. 


Communists were reported dem- 
fonstrating in many cities, but it 
was asserted by travelers leaving 
Italy that they were not counting 
on setting up a Soviet government 
because their numbers are small 
in comparison with the great 
masses of republicans, liberals and 
socialists. 

Badoglio, in response to petitions 
asking for assurances that liberal 
and democratic political ideals 
would prevail from now on, was 
reported to have promised an early 
declaration of a “positive nature.” 

The crux of today’s tense situa- 
tion, as analyzed from all reports, 
was that Badoglio appeared deter- 
mined to carry on the war against 
the Allies in accordance with his 
original proclamation of last Sun- 
day. To do this he was: counting 
on the Army and the huge reserves 
of materials cached at the big ar- 
senals at Klagenfurt, Austria, 
which apparently have been placed 
at his disposal by Germany. This 
report was confirmed, it was said, 
by the sudden increase in heavy 
traffic through the Brenner Pass 
into Italy. 

Official Italian circles, according 
to other reports reaching here, 
have made it known that Badoglio 
hopes, in accordance with his dis- 
cussions with Nazi leaders, to fight 
a “slowing-down action” against 
the Allies in Sicily, in order to give 
the Axis time to extricate itself 
from the precarious situation cre- 
ated by Mussolini's abrupt removal 
from power. 


Vatican Discussions. 


Meanwhile, it was reported, de- 
eptte all denials to the contrary, | 
that discussions are continuing in 
Vatican City looking toward an 
armistice. In this connection Ba- 
doglio was said to hope to arrive 
at terms with the Allies that would 
not involve occupation of the Ital- 
fan mainland, 

One of the greatest impediments 
to peace now, so far as Italy is con- 
cerned, was said to be Badoglio’s 
reported ambition to win some- 
thing better than unconditional 
surrender in order to create an 


authoritarian government similar 
to that of France, 

In a sharply-censored telephone 
conversation with Rome an official 
spokesman there declined either to 
confirm or deny reports that 
armistice negotiations were going 
on in Vatican City or at Quirinal 
Palace, 

But travelers from Berlin said 
increasing gloom had settled on 
the Germans as the situation in 
Italy touched off repercussions 


throughout the Balkans. They 
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quoted some Germans as saying 
“this is the beginning... .” 
Gazetta del Popolo, in an edi- 
torial addressed to “Italians de- 
manding immediate peace,” frank- 
ly admitted that “if internal order 
is not maintained the Badoglio gov- 
ernment will be obliged to accept 
a premature armistice.” 
This was the sharpest hint yet 
that Badogliio intends eventually to 
sue for peace on the best possible 
bargain with the Allies. 


FRANCO AND AID 


CANCEL VACATIONS 


MADRID, July 29 (AP). — Gen- 
eralissimo Francisco Franco has 
canceled plans to leave for his 


summer home in Galicia, it was 
disclosed today. Foreign Minister 
Count Gomez Jordana, who had 
intended to go to San Sebastian 
this week for the summer, also is 
remaining in Madrid to follow Ital- 
ian developments at first hand. 

Unconfirmed reports of fighting 
between Italian and German troops 
in Northern Italy emphasized the 
growing seriousness of the situa- 
tion there. The reports said that 
Italian regulars, aided by civilians 
and railwaymen, had tried to block 
the entry of Nazi forces north of 
Milan and Turin, 

While the reports could not be 
confirmed and there was no au- 
thentic evidence of widespread re- 
sistance to the movement of Ger- 
man troops, there seemed no rea- 
son to doubt that Italian railroad 
workers—many of whom have long 
been unsympathetic to’ Fascism— 
might be making -travel difficult 
and. uncomfortable for the Nazis. 

Another significant detail in the 
Italian picture was a report that 
several divisions of Italian troops 
in Southern France secretly have 
organized around anti-Fascist po- 
litical prisoners called into mili- 
tary service from Lipari Island and 
other political prisons. 

Spanish dispatches from Berlin 
meanwhile frankly said the Ger- 
mans were worried. 

“Germans walked to their homes 
or to work with worry, such as I 
never have seen written on Ger- 
man faces,” said the Berlin cor- 
respondent for the Spanish news- 
paper Ya. 

The dispatch suggested that 
Italy’s new Foreign Minister, 
Raffaele Guariglia, had been chos- 
en because of his British connec- 
tions, which made him the best 
possible contact with the Allies. 

A Sofia dispatch broadcast by 
the Berlin radio quoted Guariglia 
as saying Italy will fight “not 
against Fascism but for the vic- 
tory against the common enemies.” 
The broadcast said Guariglia 
stopped off in Sofia en route to 
Italy from Turkey. 


VICTORY IN SIGILY ‘IN 
FEW DAYS PATTERSON 


Conquest of Island’ Now in 
Final Phase, Stimson 
Aid Asserts, 


- WASHING‘fON, July 29 (AP).— 
The conquest of Sicily probably 
will be complete in a few days, 
Acting Secretary of War Robert P. 
Patterson predicted today, despite 
the strong resistance of the Ger- 


man troops in the northeastern 
part of the island and the evidence 
that they have been reinforced re- 
cently. 

Patterson said the ouster of 
Benito Mussolini “was a political 
development, and its military sig- 
nificance is not yet clear. 

“So far as we know,” he added 
at a press conference, “no for- 
mal or informal overtures looking 
to peace have been mz.e to the 
Allies by the new Italian regime. 

“Until there is an offer of sur- 
.ender, you may be sure the Allies 
will continue to press the war on 
Italy with all the vigor of which 
we are capable. There is no 
doubt, I think, that that might ac- 
celerate their speed in trying to 
get out of the war.” 

There has been no evidence of 
dimishing resistance by the Axis 
in Northeastern Sicily, where the 
enemy appears to have more than 
three German mobile divisions and 
at least as many Italian divisions. 
But Patterson said the American, 
British, French and 
troops now control four-fifths of 
the island, and the American 
Seventh Army moving eastward 
along the north coast now threat- 
ens to outflank the enemy in the 
vicinity of Messina. 

“It is clear,” he said, “that the 
battle for Sicily has entered its 
final phase, and the conquest of 
that island ought not to be more 
than a matter of days.” 

Patterson said Prime Minister 
Churchill had estimated that Italy 
contributed only 10 per cent of 
Axis strength in Europe, and added 
that Germany, whose high com- 
mand had long ago discounted 
heavily the battle potential of Ital- 
ian troops, still is strong in men 
and munitions. The engagement in 
the vicinity of Catania “shows that 
the German fighting spirit has not 
diminished.”

Apparently the jury now is pick- 
ing up loose ends, or possibly re- 
viewing evidence, in the final 
phase of its inquiry, intended to 
answer one and for all the ques- 
tions of whether the beating 
caused the Mexican’s death and, 
if so, who beat him. 

Up to today, nearly 90 witnesses 
had been heard by the jury, sixth 
to deal with the confused and be- 
wildering case, which is under in- 
structions from Circuit Judge Ed- 
ward M. Ruddy to leave no stone 
unturned to find the answers to 
those questions and to call on the 
Police Department to explain Me- 
lendes’ death. 

Two women, whose names were 
not learned, and three detectives 
appeared at the grand jury room 
yesterday. It is understood, how- 
ever, that the detectives—Thomas 
Belrose, James H. Cochran and 
Leo Rohde—did not testify, but 
were held in readiness to make 
an investigation for the jury. 

Wanita Johnson, one of the orig- 
inal accusers of police, who is 
listed by the Police Department as 
missing and is regarded by Cir- 
cuit Attorney Thomas C. Hennings 
Jr. as.an essential witness in the 
inquiry, was reported seen at 
Grand and Washington boulevards 
last Saturday. 

A witness in the Melendes case

when he saw a young woman he 
felt sure was Miss Johnson, he 
said “Hello, Wanita,” and she re- 
turned the greeting, using his nick-

In addition to the edible fats and 
oils, civilians will be allotted about 
three billion pounds of fats and 
oils for inedible uses, principally 
soap, during the 12-month period. 


HART NOT FOUND; SUIT TO VOID 
MARRIAGE LICENSE DELAYED 


A suit to invalidate the marriage 
license that was issued to George 
Hart, former operator of a St. 
Louis County marriage mill, and 
12-year-old Genevieve Marie Bosch- 
ert of St. Charles, scheduled to 
come before Circuit Judge Charles 
H. Jackson at Boonville, Mo., to- 
day, was postponed because Hart's 
disappearance with his bride made 
it impossible to serve him with 
notice of the action, Prosecuting 
Attorney Thomas G. Woolsey of 
Cooper County told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. 

Efforts to find Hart, 46 years 
old, have been unsuccessful since 
his failure to appear in. Circuit 
Court in Clayton June 27 in re- 
sponse to a write of habeas corpus 
as the first step in proceedings to 
annul the marriage. 

Invalidation of the marriage li- 
cense, issued at Boonville, April 
19, automatically would dissolve 
the marriage. The suit accuses 
Hart of presenting false affidavits 
as to his age and that of his bride.

because it expects marketings of 
beef cattle to increase during the 
next several weeks, This is the 
season when grass-fed cattle start 
moving to market in volume from 
the Southwestern ard Western 
ranges.

Officials explained the Govern- 
ment is in a position to reduce 
pork purchases, because it has 
been able to build up reserves dur- 
ing past heavy slaughter periods. 
These changes in Government 
buying are designed, officials said, 
to avert a meat shortage such as 
developed during August and Sep- 
tember last year when increasing 
military requirements, coupled 
with a reduction in hog market- 
ings, sharply reduced the quantity 
of meat moving into civilian dis- 
tribution channels. 

Fats, Vegetable Oils Reduced. 
The WFA announced today that 
an allocation of edible fats and 
vegetable oils under which civilians 
would get about five pounds or 10 
per cent less on a per capita, basis 
during the 12-month period ending 
next June 30 than they consumed 
in 1942. Included in the allocation 
were butter, lard, shortening and 
margarine. All are rationed. 

The agency said the per capita 
supply of these foods was expecetd 
to be about 44 pounds. The total 
supply of these food fats and oils 
available for allocation was esti- 
mated at slightly more than eight 
billion pounds.

GRANITE CITY FLYER IN FIRST 
NIGHT BOMB RAID ON KISKA 


Robert G. Barton, 19-year-old

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Judge Moore Cites Rail- 
road’s Improved Earn- 
ings, Cites Compromise 
Proposal in Opinion. 


The pending plan for reorgani- 
zation of the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road system was referred back to 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion by United States District 
Judge George H. Moore today for 
possible revision or promulgation 
of a new plan, 

In his order and opinion, Judge 
Moore found that the commission 
had not given consideration to 
compensation to senior creditor 
groups for loss of seniority rights 
under the pending plan and that 
the earnings and financial position 
of the railroad system had im- 
proved greatly since the plan was 
approved several years ago. 

When a hearing was held here 
July 16 on the request that the 
plan be sent back to the commis- 
sion, counsel for several groups of 
bondholders indicated that the so- 
called compromise plan would be 
presented to the I C. C. if the 
request were granted. The compro- 
mise plan contemplates distribu- 
tion of 54 million dollars in cash 
to bondholders and other credi- 
tors and issuance of warrants to 
enable old stockholders to buy 
new common stock a¥ $100 a share. 
“If a close approach to unanim- 
ity among the groups can be had 
on the.compromise plan, and if 
the commission finds that the pub- 
lic interest will be served by such 
a plan,” the Court’s opinion. said, 
“unquestionably that would offer 
the best solution to the problem” 
ofa fair and prompt reorganiza- 
tion. 

Referring to a cash accumula- 
tion of 125 million dollars by the 
railroad and 1942 earnings of 66 
million dollars available for fixed 
charges, Judge Moore said: “With 
due respect to the commission and 
its meticulous study of this rail- 
road system, we believe that op- 
erations on the present scale were 
not envisioned in its picture of this 
system’s affairs.”

THE text of President Roosevelt's radio address last night follows. 


VER a year and a half ago I 
0* to the Congress:; “The 

militarists in Berlin, Rome and 
Tokyo started this war; but the 
massed, angered forces of common 
humanity will finish it.” 

That prophecy is in the process 
of being fulfilled. The massed, 
angered forces of common human- 
ity are on the march. They are 
going forward — on the Russian 
front, in the vast Pacific area, and 
into Europe — converging upon 
their ultimate objectives, Berlin 
and Tokyo. 

The first crack in the Axis has 
come. The criminal, corrupt Fas- 
cist regime in Italy is — to 
pieces. 

The pirate ———— of the 
Fascists and Nazis cannot stand 
adversity. The military superior- 
ity of the United Nations—on sea 
and land, and in the air—has been 
applied in the right place and at 
the right time. 

Hitler refused to send sufficient 
help to save Mussolini. In fact, 
Hitler’s troops in Sicily stole the 
Italians’ motor equipment, leaving 
Italian soldiers so stranded that 
they had no choice but to surren- 
der. Once again the Germans be- 
trayed their Italian allies, as they 
had done time and time again on 
the Russian front and in the long 
retreat from Egypt, through Libya 
and Tripoli, to the final surrender 
in Tunisia. 

Mussolini came to the reluctant 
conclusion that the “jig was up”; 
he could see the shadow of the 
long arm of justice. 


Mussolini and His 


Gang to Be Punished. 

But he and his Fascist gang will 
be brought to book, and punished 
for their crimes against humanity. 

No criminal will be allowed to 
escape by the expedient of “resig- 
nation.” 

Our terms to Italy are still the 
game as our terms to Germany and 
Japan—‘“unconditional surrender.” 

We will have no truck with Fas- 
cism in any way, shape or manner. | 
We will permf no vestige of Fas- 
cism to remain. 

Eventually Italy will reconstitute 
herself. It will be the people of 
Italy who will do that, choosing 
their own government in accord- 
ance with the basic democratic 
principles of liberty and equality. 
In the meantime, the United Na- 
tions will not follow the pattern 
set by Mussolini and Hitler and 
the Japanese for the treatment of 
occupied countries—the pattern of 
pillage and starvation. 

We are already helping the Ital- 
fan people in Sicily. With their 
cordial co-operation, we are estab- 
lishing and maintaining security 
and order—we are dissolving the 
organizations which have kept 
them under Fascist tyranny—we 
are providing them with the neces- 
sities of life until the time comes 
when they can fully provide for 
themselves. 


Restoring Freedoms 


to Chattel Peoples. 

Indeed, the people in Sicily today 
are rejoicing in the fact that, for 
the first time in years, they are 
permitted to enjoy the fruits of 
their own labors—they can eat 
what they themselves grow instead 
of having it stolen from them by 
the Fascists and the Nazis. 

In every country conquered by 
the Nazis, the Fascists or the Jap- 
anese militarists, the people have 
been reduced to the status of) 
siaves or chattels. 

It is our determination to restore 
these conquered peoples to the dig- 
nity of human beings, masters of 
their own fate, entitled to freedom 
of speech, freedom of religion, free- 
dom from want, freedom from fear. 

We have started to make good 
on that promise. 

I am sorry if I step on the toes 
of those Amerftans who, playing 
party politics at home, call that 
kind ef foreign policy “crazy al- 
truism” and “starry-eyed dream- 
ing.” 

Meanwhile the war in Sicily and 
Italy goes on. It must go on, and 
will go on, until the Italian peo- 
ple realize the futility of continu- 
ing to fight in a lost cause—a 
cause to which the people of Italy 
never gave their whole-hearted ap- 
proval and support. 


Vast Planning Required 

Before an Offensive. 

It is a little over a year since we 
planned the North African cam- 
paign. It is six months since we 
planned the Sicilian campaign. I 
confess that I am of an impatient 
disposition, but I think that I un- 
derstand, and that most people un- 
derstand, the amount of time 
necessary to prepare for any 
major military or naval operation. 
We cannot just pick up the tele- 
phone and order a new campaign 
to start the next week. 

For example, behind the inva- 
sion forces of North Africa were 
thousands of ships and planes 
guarding the long, perilous sea 
lanes, carrying the men, the equip- 
ment and the supplies to the point 
of attack. And behind al) these 
were the railroad lines and high- 
ways that carried the men and the 
munitions to the ports of embarka- 
tion—there were the factories and 
the mines and the farms that 
turned out the materials — there 
were the training camps where the 
men learned how to perform the 
strange and difficult and danger- 
ous tasks which were to meet 


them on the beaches and in the 
deserts and the mountains. 

All this had to be repeated in 
the attack on Sicily. Here the 
factor of air attack was added— 
for we could use North Africa as 
the base for softening up the land- 
ing places and lines of defense in 
Sicily, and the lines of supply in 
Italy. 

It is interesting for us to realize 
that every Flying Fortress that 
bombed harbor installations at 
Naples from its base in North 
Africa required 1110 gallons of 
gasoline for each single mission, 
and that this is the equal of about 
375 “A” ration tickets—enough gas 
to drive your car five times across 
this continent. You will better un- 
derstand your part in the war— 
and what. gasoline rationing means 
—if you multiply this py the gaso- 
line needs of thousands of planes 
and hundreds of thousands of 
jeeps, trucks and tanks now serv- 
ing overseas. . 


Sicily Assault Force | 
Involved 3000 Ships. 


I think that the personal con- 
venience of the individual or the 
individual family back home here. 
in the United States will appear 
somewhat less important when I 
tell you that the initial assault 
force on Sicily involved 3000 ships 
which carried 160,000 men—Ameri- 
cans, British, Canadians and 
French—together with 14,000 ve- 
hicles, 600 tanks and 1800 guns. 
This initia] force was followed 
every day and every night by! 
thousands of reinforcements. 
The meticulous care with which 
the operation in Sicily was planned 
has paid dividends. For our cas- 
ualties in men, ships and materiel 
have been low—in fact, far below 
our estimate. 
All of us are proud of the superb 
skill and courage of the officers 
and men who have conducted and 
are conducting this operation. The 
toughest resistance developed on 
the front of the British Bighth 
Army, which included the Cana- 
dians. But that is no new experi- 
ence for that magnificent fighting 
force which has made the Ger- 
mans pay a heavy price for each 
hour of delay in the final victory. 
The Am Seventh Army, after 
a stormy landing on the exposed 
beaches of Southern Sicily, swept 
with record speed across the Island 
into Palermo. For many of our 
troops this was their first battle 
experience but they have carried 
themselves like veterans. 
And we must give credit for the 
co-ordination of the diverse forces 
in the field, and for the planning 
of the whole campaign, to the wise 
and skillful leadership of Gen. 
Eisenhower, Adm. Cunningham, 
Gen, Alexander and Air Marshal 
Tedder have been towers of 
strength in handling the complex 
details of naval, ground and air 
activities. 
You have heard some people say 
that the British and the Ameri- 
cans can never get along well to- 
gether—you have heard some peo- 
ple say that the Army and Navy 
and air forces can never get along 
well together—that real co-opera- 
tion between them is impossible. 
Tunisia and Sicily have given the 
lie, once and for all, to these nar- 
row-minded prejudices. 

The dauntless fighting spirit of 
the British people in this war has

to Fighting Front. 

You have heard it said that 
while we are succeeding greatly 
on the fighting front, we are fail- 
ing miserably on the home front. 
This is another of those immaturi- 
ties—a false Blogan easy to state 
but untrue in the essential facts. 

For, the longer this war goes on 
the clearer it becomes that no one 
can draw a blue pencil down the 
middle of a page and call one side 
“the fighting front” and the other 
side “the home front.” The two 
of them are inexorably tied to- 
gether, 

Every combat division, every 
naval task force, every squadron 
of fighting planes is dependent for 
its equipment and ammunition and 
fuel and food, as indeed it is for 
its man power, on the American 
people in civilian clothes in the 
offices and in the factories and 
on the farms at home. 

The same kind of careful plan- 
ning that gained victory in North 
Africa and Sicily is required if we 

are to make victory an enduring 
realicy and do our share in build- 
ing the kind of peaceful world 
which will justify the sacrifices 
made in this war. 

The United Nations are substan- 
tially agreed on the general objec- 
tives for the postwar period, They 


are also agreed that this is not 
the time to engage in an interna- 


of peace and all the details of the 
future. We must not relax our 
pressure on the enemy by taking 
time out to define every boundary 
and settle every political contro- 
versy in every part of the world. 
The all-important thing now is to 
get on with the war—end to win 
it. 

While concentrating on military 
victory, we are not neglecting the 
planning of the things ta come, 
the freedoms which we know will 
make for more decency and great- 
er justice throughout the world. 

Among many other things we 
are, today, laying plans for the re- 
turn to civilian life’ of our — 
men and women in the armed serv- 
ices. They must not be demo- 
rbilized into an environment of in- 
flation and unemployment, to a 
place on a bread line or on a cor 
ner selling apples. We must, this 
time, have plans a of 
waiting to do a hasty, inefficient, 
and ill-considered job at the last 
moment,

For these purposes they 
should be treated as if they had 
continued their employment in pri- 
vate industry. 

5. Improved and liberalized pro- 
visions for hospitalization, rehab- 
ilitation and medbeal care of dis- 
abled members of the armed 
forces and merchant marine.

on Overoptimism. 

The next time anyone says te 
you that this war is “in the bag’ 
and “it's all over but the shouting,” 
you should ask him these ques- 
tions: / 

“Are you working full time on 
your job?” 

“Are you growing all the food 
can?” 

“Are you buying your limit of 
war bonds?” 

“Are you loyally, cheerfully co- 
operating with your Government 
in preventing inflation and profit- 
eering and in making rationing 
work with fairness to all?” 

“Because—if your answer is ‘no’ 
—then the war is going to last a 
lot longer than you think.” 

The plans we made for the 
knocking out of Mussolini and his 
gang have largely succeeded.

MADRID, July 29 (AP).—The 
Spanish Cabinet has authorized the 
release of 10,015 political prisoners 
as part of the campaign to cut 
down the nation’s prison popula- 
tion, The prisoners will be freed 
under certain conditions when 
their nameg are published in the 
official bulletin. 

A Cabinet meeting in June au- 
thorized the release of 8932 pris- 
oners, of which 8713 have already 
been named in the official bulletin. 

The prisoners have been in jails, 
concentration camps and work 
camps since the end of the Span- 
ish civil war in April, 1939.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, July 29 (AP).— 
Thanks to his parachute, 22-year- 
old Warhawk Pilot John F. Rauth, 
York, Neb., was saved from crash- 
ing in his disabled plane.

My fly- 
ing school partner, Flight Officer 
Bill Slattery, Birmingham, Ala., 
circled above waiting for an air-sea 
rescue- plane to come for me., When 
he spied four fishermen approach- 
ing from shore he thought they 
were coming to do me no good so 
he fired several bursts until they 
hoisted a white flag and waved it 
frantically. 

“When those fishermen reached 
me they grabbed me like a long 
lost brother. They hugged me and 
kissed me and one produced a 
towel and some dry trousers and 
melons.” 

The young flight officer said his 
rescuers, one of whom spoke Eng- 
lish, made him hide out of sight as 
they landed and his English speak- 
ing Samaritan posed as the airman 
himself to a detachment of Italian 
soldiers who came down to. the 
water’s edge to take him in 
custody.

MERICAN soldiers and Marines have fought their way relent- 
lessly to within sight of their goal—strategic Munda airfield— 
but it may run well into next month before a foothold is secured. 


The troops are pressing forward in the face of indescribable con- 


ditions and slowly are approaching 


Lambeti plantation en route to the 


besieged Japanese garrison at Munda. 


(Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s com- 
munique for July 28 reported new 
advances Tuesday to within less 
than a mile and one-fifth of the 
Japanese-held air base. A later 
communique told of another in a 
series of heavy attacks by torpedo 
and dive bombers on the hard-hit 
key point in the New Georgia Island 
invasion which got under way 
June 30.) 

The terrain and undergrowth is 
the worst yet encountered. A 
daily gain of 200 yards is consid- 
ered remarkable as against miles 
traversed in European and African 
sorties. 

But there is nothing in either 
sector of the Eastern fronts to 
compare with conditions out here. 


Under Constant Fire. 


The Japanese, entrenched in the 
hills, cover the defiles between 
the attacking forces and the ob- 
jective. As our men creep forward 
foot by foot, yard by yard, rod by 
rod, mortars and heavy and light 
machine guns rake our positions 
with fire, slowing up our progress. 

However, despite all the difficul- 
ties, we are steadily moving for- 
ward, and that is the important 
thing. 

There is no dqubt in this ob- 
server's mind that Munda will be 
a tough nut to crack. Even the 
most optimistic forecasts point 
past Aug. 1 before the edge of the 
air base can be gained. It may 
be mid-August before we gain a 
foothold. 

Toughness of the grind may be 
seen in the fact the Lambeti 
plantation is not more than 2000 
yards from our front’ infantry 
lines and yet probably will be sev- 
eral days and many casualties be- 
fore that open terrain is reached. 


Hidden Pillboxes. 

From Lambeti to Munda, the 
Japanese are strongly entrenched 
with previously prepared positions. 
There the numerous pillboxes are 
s0 well concealed they are un- 
noticeable until men begin drop- 
ping with machine gun slugs 
through their bodies. 

But our green-clad troops are 
getting jungle canny. They are 
outdoing the Japanese at their 
own game as evidenced by the 
steady forward progress. 

The troops got a thrill in the 
dawn air raid in which our planes 
laid the prettiest pattern bombing 
imaginable. High altitude heavies 
laid eggs on every square yard of 
ground occupied by the Japanese. 
Then the dive bombers came in. 

(Allied planes dropped 80 tons 
of bombs on the Munda area July 
25 and the following day, 200 
planes left 186 tons on the same 
objective inethe heaviest raid yet 
in the Southwest Pacific. Heavy 


bombings have occurred daily 
since.) 

These boys peeled off and dove 
to within an unbelievable near- 
ness to the ground before pulling 
out and dropping their eggs. That 
Was necessary because hardly 50 
yards separated the attack from 
the defense and the slightest er- 
ror of judgment would have 
caused casualties among our own 
troops. But we incurred none, so 
great was the accuracy with which 
the bombing was done. 

Naval shelling and land-based 
mortar fire helped to soften up 
the Japanese, yet when our in- 
fantry moved up, they — us 
with a withering fire. 


Hills of Solid Coral. 


To understand the reason for 
this, it is necessary to describe the 
topographical set-up. The hills are 
of solid coral formation into which 
the weather has dug caves. The 
Japanese, much smaller than our 
men, are able to take advantage 
of these rat holes and poke the 
noses of their machine guns out 
to fire on our men without great 
danger to themselves, 

Antitank guns used by our side 
seemingly have been unable to 
make a dent in these nearly im- 
pregnable dens. Men have volun- 
teered to go forward in an attempt 
to wipe them out with hand gre- 
nades but seldom have been suc- 
cessful. Tanks were rushed in to 
batter down opposition but the ter- 
rain stopped even these iron 
horses. \ 


Live on Field Rations. 


Conditions under which our men 
continue to fight are atrocious. 

Combined with the fierceness of 
the ground fighting and the diffi- 
cult terrain, they are subsisting on 
strict field rations for days at a 
time with only hot coffee to stimu- 
late them. Men are forced to 
snatch 40 winks sitting with their 
heads in their laps. There is a con- 
stant alert against infiltration. 

The marines and the soldiers 
have been going on in this manner 
almost continuously since June 30. 
They haven’t complained. They 
haven't asked relief. They are in- 
tent upon revenge for the death 
of comrades. 

I reiterate it is seemingly impos- 
sible to expect Munda will fall for 
at least another 20 days. 

We have control of the air and 
control of the sea. But .the land 
soldier is unwilling to admit that 
either branch is better than his, 
and wants to be in on the final 
kill. 

One private explained it to me 
this way: “If I am the last man 
alive I’ll plant Old Glory atop the 
staff with this . . . rag (Japanese 
battle flag) flying beneath it.”

What Reinforcing of Sicily Means

ACTS available here about the 
F Italian situation are few and 

far between. There are plenty 
of rumors, but not many facts. 
There are for example _ reports 
that the Germans have refused a 
request by Marshal Pietro Badog- 
lio for the withdrawal of German 
troops in Italy. There are reports 
that Italian troops are moving 
morthward. There are reports that 
the Germans intend to establish a 
defense line along the River Po. 


But there is one thing which is 
reliably reported, and may be 
significant—that the Germans are 
actually reinforcing, at this late 
date, their troops in Sicily. 

They are doing this by moving 
gome of the German troops in 
southern Italy into Sicily by air, 
which is about the only means 
open to them—though small craft 
might still get across the Strait of 
Messina at night. Both means 
are expensive in the extreme, as 
evidenced by the activities of our 
patrol] vessels in the Messina Strait 
and the fact that our fighters shot 
down 21 loaded troop carriers on 
Monday. Only a fraction of the 
German soldiers who set out on 
this perilous journey can be ex- 
pected to reach Sicilian _ soil, 
where those who come by air must 
land on hastily-arranged landing 
strips in mountainous terrain, 
under highly unfavorable’ condi- 
tions. 

Yet, some are getting through. 
Elements of the Twenty-ninth Mo- 
torized Division, formerly in South- 
ern Italy, are making their appear- 
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advance has in consequence been 
slowed down. 

It is permissible to ask, why are 
the Germans doing this? It is so 
desperate and costly a move that 
normally one would expect it to be 
undertaken only if it were a stop- 
gap, an attempt to hold the line 
until much stronger’ reinforce- 
ments could arrive. Therefore one 
would expect it to be accompanied 
by reports of powerful German 
land forces rushing southward 
through Italy, and strong German 
air forces making their appearance 
to cover the crossing of these re- 
inforcements into Sicily. But there 
are no such reports as yet; and if 
reinforcements in far greater 
strength than a few air-borne de- 
tachments and a few straggling 
boatloads do not come soon, the 
arrival of these small elements can 
only delay an inevitable end. From 
the German viewpoint it would 
seem that a better use for the 
German troops in South Italy could 
have been found than thus wasting 
them in a cause already lost, 

But there are two suppositions, 
either of which would make a con- 
siderable difference. First, if the 
Germans think Italy itself already 
lost, if they find the people of 
Italy already turning against them, 
they may have reason to think 
they could not extricate their 
rather small forces in Southern 
Italy. In that case, these troops 
would be—so to speak—“expend- 
able,” and it might be better to try 
to get some of them into Sicily 
where they could do us some dam- 
age, rather than losing them in

Bankrupt Fascists. 

The Badoglio regime in Italy rep- 
resents no radical departure from 
the Fascist Government it has dis- 
placed.

Its popular acceptance—so far as 
it is being accepted, and on that 
point no one can speak with any 
certainty—rests on the fact that its 
establishment is believed to fore- 
shadow a liquidation of Fascism 
and an end to the war. 

If this is not done it is doubtful 
whether the regime can survive. 
Undoubtedly Badoglio knows this. 
But so far as can be judged by the 
actions of his Government during 
its first days in office his plan is 
to destroy Fascism while preserv- 
ing the Fascists—that is all but a 
few too conspicuous to retain—and 
to seek dor terms of peace better 
than those that Mussolini could 
possibly have secured. 

Blondell, crossing Niagara on a 
tight-rope had no more difficult job 
than that which confronts Bado- 
glio. Blondell succeeded. Badoglio’s 
success is problematical. 

Italy Shaken. 

The collapse of Mussolini has 
shaken all of Italy’s traditional in- 
stitutions including the monarchy

By Allied Bombs; Axis Ships Sunk, 
Port and Rail Yards in Shambles 


Only American Soldiers and a Few Residents 


Remain in Sicily’s Fourth Largest City— 
Little Resistance, Which Ended After Two 
Hours’ Artillery Fire.

» TRAPANI, Sicily, July 24 (Delayed), (AP). 


OMBED Trapani is the ghost town of all Sicily. 
Only American soldiers and a few remaining residents move 
through the all but deserted streets of this fourth largest city on 


the island. In the perimeter of the town there is comparatively little 
damage, but areas near the port which the Axis used as a supply 


center during its abortive North African campaign are 


battered. 
Allied air bombs made a sham- 


bles of the piers and warehouses 
and spars of sunken ships mark 
another watery graveyard for Hit- 
ler and Mussolini’s vanishing mer- 
chant marine in this blue corner 
of the Mediterranean. 


From this harbor, apex of de- 
struction, only four persons are 
visible—an old man sitting silent 
in a chair, his head in his hands, 


and three little brown-eyed Italian 


girls, one so young the others are 
pushing her in a baby buggy. They 
asked for candy. The old man said 
nothing, sitting still as an unhappy 
gargoyle — just another ruined 
figure along a ruined street. 

“Everybody moved out for their 
own safety,” said Pvt. Wiley 
Brooks of Savannah, Ga., who 
came down the street later with 
Pvt. Curtis F. Parsons of Rush, 
N. Y. “They are beginning to come 
back. We are helping guard 
against rioting, but everything is 
under control now.” 

Gas seeping from broken mains 
made one avenue malodorous. 
Other streets were blocked by huge 
chunks of masonry tossed about by 
bomb blasts as if they were no 
heavier than tumbled children’s 
blocks. From one corner came the 
stench of unburied dead, 


City’s Fall Described. 

Four soldiers came swinging 
along one street after a dip in the 
Mediterranean—the first bath they 
had had in Sicily—and told how 
the city had fallen. 

Said Pvt. Joseph Haymer of Chi- 
cago proudly: 

“The infantry moved in under 
cover of artillery fire. An hour or 
two of shelling was all it took. 
The troops just walked on in after 
that. The only resistance was a 
little mortar and artillery fire. 
The Italians came out in droves to 
give up. I heard we took 10,000 
prisoners in this area.” 

“Some Italian women have been 
bringing wine to prisoners at one 
camp,” said George Mead of St. 
Paul. “There still are some pockets 
of resistance in the hills, but they 
are being cleaned out rapidly.

Fires were burning everywhere 
when we first came into this town. 
We were with the artillery. All 
of us wanted to come in with the 
infantry to do the mopping up, but 
they made us stay back and fire 
the big guns.” 


Airport Smashed. 

Outside Trapani the airport ad- 
joining the road to Palermo had 
been literally smashed apart by 
Allied raiders who for weeks had 
made it one of their principal 
targets. 

Craters of shocking size in the 
billiard-table surface of the field 


were mementoes of spots where 


“block-buster” bombs came to 
earth. The hangars and adminis- 
tration buildings were shattered 
and scores of wrecked and burned 
German fighters and bombers 
rested in one corner of the field. 
The Nazis had more time to get 
out here, however, and left behind 
no large numbers of operational 
aircraft as they were forced to do 
at Comiso and other airports in 
the eastern and central parts of 
Sicily. Among the planes destroyed 
on the ground were a couple of 
six-motored Merseburg 323s. These 
lumbering transports, capable of 
carrying 100 men, seem to catch 
it the worst during raids. They 
are such big easy targets. One 
sees them smashed on the field 
so often one wonders if they 
ever spend any time in the air. . 


Railroad Yards Wrecked. 

The most concentrated scene of 
air-wrought destruction lay a few 
miles farther on toward Palermo 
at the Erice Napola Station. The 
railroad yards themselves were a. 
blackened mass of twisted and 
burned steel Wreckage. — 

An Italian peasant said an 
American strafing plane had set 
fire to fuel and ammunition trains. 
Exploding ammunition had ripped 
huge holes in the ground. The 
railroad fuel tanks were crumpled 
like tin cans and blown yards

Says It’s Time to End Greed. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HERE is much to be said along the 

same lines of the article reprinted in 
the Mirror of Public Opinion from the 
Progressive Miner, which accuses the 
farmer of “striking.” 

I reached this conclusion only recently 
“after observing farmers in one of the 
most productive regions in this country. 
The majority of these farmers have good 
fertile land, and comfortable homes, well 
stocked with all kinds of food, which 
they own, and they are making money 
on their products. 

In the face of all this, they want to 
make excessive profits because of war. 
They want none of the so-called laws 
of supply and demand interfered with 
by their Government in its efforts to 
protect the majority. 

These farmers are not illiterate. I 
believe they are aware ‘of contributing 
‘to inflation by their demands for high 
prices on their products. Yet they go on 
doing it. Why? 

They have sons and brothers fighting 
in this war, but they don’t seem to un- 
derstand the part they must play if our 
democracy is to function as a whole. 
They can afford to be generous for they 
are self-sufficient and free as the labor- 
er seldom is. 

Contrast the working factory man who 
pays high rent for a place to live and 
high prices for every bit of food he and 
his family consume, with the farmer 
who pays little actual cash for his shel- 
ter and food. The margin of profit 
when compared is quite apt to favor the 
farmer. That margin is certain, too, 
when he owns the rich productive land. 

In the face of these facts, I heard 
many verbal threats to “quit raising 
stock if prices aren't just what I want,” 
“to store my grain until I get a good 
big price.” A recording of these remarks, 
played to our soldiers, could play havoc 
with their fighting spirit. 

Surely, Mr. Farmer can resign himself 
to a reasonable margin of profit and 
continue to produce for the war effort. 
He is dealing in the necessities of life 
and is responsible, not only to this coun- 
try, but to a hungry world. I say he has 
no right to “strike” or to hamper the 
war effort in any way. 

We do indeed need a new spirit in 

“this country as you pointed out last 
»Friday, and if the farmer who stands 
“on his own land and sees it produce 
abundantly for him goes not have it, 
how can we expect any group to have 
~it? We have tolerated cynicism and 
- greed long enough, shrugging our shoul- 
“ ders and attributing it to human nature. 
The French shrugged their shoulders 
once too often. Are we going to do the 
same?

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UNANSWERED QUESTIONS. 

President Roosevelt’s report to the nation last 
night was a stirring account of our magnificent 
achievements on the military front, and incidentally 
on the production front, particularly in shipbuild- 
ing. While it contained few facts that were not 
already known, it will make first-rate reading for 
the Axis—turning the screw a little tighter on 


Italy, giving Germany and Japan good reason for. 


growing concern. 

But so far as the home front is concerned—and 
this is the field in which it had been particularly 
hoped the President would propose some construc- 
tive leadership—last night’s address is more notable 
for what was not said than for what was said. 

Mr. Roosevelt dealt with only one aspect of the 
home front, a fair deal for returning soldiers. It 
is well enough that he is planning along these lines, 
but surely the problem is not among those which 
most require the President’s immediate aggressive 
leadership. 

Everyone is eager to give all-out justice to the 
returning soldier. There is not likely to be any 
opposition to it, to speak of; and if there should be, 
—— power of the soldiers themselves would 
crush it. 

Since the President makes such a point of men- 
tioning this one home-front matter amidst a vast 
silence on home-front problems that cry for his 
leadership, it inevitably raises the question whether 
this is not a first bid for the soldier vote in 1944. 

The President brushed aside with rhetoric all the 
demands for corrections of the ills that beset the 
home front. “You have heard it said,” he asserted, 
“that while we are succeeding greatly on the fight- 
ing front we are failing miserably on the home 
front. This is another of those immaturities—a false 
slogan. easy to state but untrue in the essential facts. 
For the longer this war goes on the clearer it be- 
comes that... the two (fronts) are inexorably tied 
together.” 

The President is right when he says the two fronts 
are inseparable. The Post-Dispatch has said this 
repeatedly. But he seems to present the fact as a 
reason why he should do nothing about failures at 
home, On the contrary, it is the best possible reason 
for precisely the opposite course. 

What does the President mean to do about the 
overlapping and confusion of authority in his execu- 
tive branch, Which is damaging our physical accom- 
plishments for the war and, what is worse, our unity 
of effort? What does he mean to do about the large 
and increasing degree of failure in the fight against 
inflation? 

Specifically, what will he do to strengthen OPA, 
which threatens to‘collapse? More specifically, what 
will he do to restore grade labeling, which Congress 
has ordered out, but which must be insisted upon 
if efforts to hold the price line are not to be in vain? 

What will the President do to make,the War 
Labor Board really control wages and stop strikes? 

Such questions are many and vital, but the Presi- 
dent in his speech last night turned them aside. 
When will the President deal with these things? 
When will he give plain answers to plain problems 
that must be answered now? 

While the nation wrestles with its extraordinary 
problems, the enemy will be deceiving himself if 
he takes more than the scantiest encouragement 
from our domestic concerns. Our nation, and our 
allies, are fighting most admirably and with increas- 
ing success. For the all but miraculous achieve- 
ments, President Roosevelt deserves a full measure 
of honor and gratitude. 

His severest critics could ask, for the home front, 
no more capable and devoted attention than he has 
given all along to the fighting front. 

BACK TO JEFFERSON CITY. 

Speaker Elliott has acted wisely in promptly sum- 
moning the Missouri House of Representatives to Jef- 
ferson City to make up for its failure to handle 
the social security administration matter. By going 
back Aug. 9, the House can get an adequate appro- 
priation passed and ready for Senate approval before 
a critical situation arises. 

That this rectification is necessary is not open 
to question. The State Social Security Commission 
says the $2,750,000 appropriated for administering 
payments of some $69,000,000 is “grossly inadequate.” 
J. E. Wrenn, regional director for the Federal Social 
Security Board, says inadequate State administration 
will deprive Missouri of Federal matching funds. 

Gov. Donnell not only repeatedly appealed to the 
Legislature while it was in session, but since’ it 
adjourned has called on the presiding officers to 
reassemble their chambers for this specific purpose. 
Now Speaker Elliott has added to the indictment by 
his summons. 

Will it take anything more to get the Legislature 
to buckle down to its obvious duty? 
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“FRANCO GETS GENEROUS. 

From Madrid comes the news that the Spanish 
Cabinet has authorized the release of 10,015 political 
prisoners. The official explanation is that this is 
part of a policy to cut down the nation’s prison 
population. 

Far be it from us to look behind any official act 
or statement by that pillar of integrity, Francisco 
Franco. But we can’t help wondering if the puppet 
dictator at Madrid has heard the news from Italy 
and knows what has happened to his late sponsor, 
one Benito Mussolini? 
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A MAD REFUSAL TO ARBITRATE. 

America needs more fighting *ships and more mer- 
chant vessels in order to win this war. Steel plate is 
an essential in building such ships. The Granite 
City Steel Co. wants to expand its plant so that it 
can produce more steel to build more ships. But 
the work of installing the necessary new machinery 
has been delayed for more than a month because the 
AFL Carpenters and the AFL Machinists cannot 
agree on which organization shall do the work® 

So the War. Labor Board has stepped in, and is 
attempting to bring about arbitration in this 30- 
year-old jurisdictional dispute. Would it not appear 
that both unions would be eager to have their Thirty 
Years’ War settled by an impartial agency, so that 
the steel for ships can be produced, regardless of 
which organization installs the machinery? But, 
no; William L. Hutcheson, president of the Carpen- 
ters’ Union, failed to appear at the hearing in 
Washington. Instead, he sent an emissary who 
wasn’t authorized to accept arbitration. 

What earthly difference does it make whether 
carpenters or machinists get the pay for installing 
this machinery when the lives of American sailors 
and seamen are at stake? What is this refusal to 
arbitrate but a willful trifling with the national 
security and the war effort? If ever a stubborn 
union leadership was inviting a crackdown by the 


Government, a crackdown which will have the full 
support of the public and of every service man, Wil- 
liam L. Huttheson of the carpenters’ organization is 
begging for it. 
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THE JAPANESE-AMERICAN INVESTIGATION FIASCO. 

If there are still any citizens who are alarmed 
over the doings of Japanese-Americans, in and out 
of relocation camps, they can feel entirely at ease, 
now that the Dies subcommittee headed by Repre- 
sentative John M. Costello (Dem.) of California has 
called off its investigation of the subject. Chai 
Dies and members of the subcommittee made many 
lurid charges before and during the inquiry. None 
of them could be substantiated. After a conference 
with military and Justice Department officials, Mr. 
Costello has now quietly dropped the subject. 

Among the charges were the following: The War 
Relocation Authority is releasing “known spies and 


saboteurs” from the camps. There are in this coun- 


try 10,000 Japanese agents, trained in a Tokyo 
sabotage school, and the committee knows their 
names. The WRA plang to bring Japs from South 
America and release them in the United States. Jap 
agents started the Detroitrace ridts. Japs in one 


camp are hoarding food, rioting continually, steal- 


ing dynamite and preparing to join expected inva- 
sion forces. All Americans of Japanese descent 
share the treachery, deception and arrogance that 
are alleged “inborn characteristics of the race.” 

All these charges were vicious smears on a group 
of predominantly loyal citizens and on the Federal 
agency that supervisdés their movements. The rela- 
tively few disloyal persons in-the group are rapidly 
being segregated, and all who are certified as trust- 
worthy after a careful check by Government au- 
thorities are being released. However, their search 
for new employment and homes has been made more 
difficult by the wild accusations of the Dies investi- 
gators. 

It is regrettable that the decision to drop the 
futile inquiry has not received as much public atten- 
tion as the charges which the investigators originally 
made. However, it has never been the custom of 
the Dies Committee to confess any of its many 
errors. The injustice it did to an unfortunate group 
of citizens in this investigative flop should be re- 
membered, however, when its chairman appeals to 
the House for another appropriation. 
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AN EDITOR SUES FOR DEMOCRACY. ie 

Jenkin Lloyd Jones, editor of the Tulsa Tribune, 
has brought a suit as a private citizen in the Okla- 
homa Supreme Court,rwhich should be of interest to 
all believdrs in representative government in this 
country. What Mr. Jones has done is to ask the 
highest tribunal of his State to force a redistricting 
for seats in the Oklahoma Legislature to correct 
gross inequalities which have developed over some 
83 years. 

The Oklahoma Constitution calls for reapportion- 
ment after each Federal decennial census, but the 
Oklahoma Legislature has conveniently shut its eyes 
and refused to disturb boundaries regardless of how 
populations in districts changed. The result is that 
Tulsa County with a population of 193,363 has no 
more representation in the State Senate (one Sen- 


ator) than the district consisting of Marshal and 


Love counties, which has only 23,817. 

The citizen of Tulsa County now has about one- 
sixth the representation in the State Senate which 
he had in 1910. Thus, says Editor Jones: “Citizens 
in populous counties are gradually losing their voice 
in our government, while those in sparsely-settled 
counties are steadily extending their control. ‘Taxa- 
tion without representation’” has again become a 
threat to our liberties. 

If this is an old crime in Oklahoma, so is it in 
Missouri and Illinois and doubtless a majority of 
the states. But age does not either justify or excuse 
it. This makes it only the more serious. Here is 
the situation in Missouri:

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CLOSING THE “MORONIC LITTLE KING” CASE. 

Whether Victor Emmanuel is a “moronic little 
King” is not the issue in the ruction over the recent 
OWI overseas broadcast, which President Roosevelt 
has repudiated. What is involved is the nature of 
the integration of our foreign policy operations. 

It may well be that the provocative quotation from 
a columnist appeared in a summary of comment. 
Even so, the State Department should know what 
OWI is doing in its foreign broadcasts. The basic 
purpose of OWI was to co-ordinate conflicting, over- 
lapping and duplicating operations through a central 
information clearing agency. The “moronic little 
King” episodé shows that the goal has not been 
reached. 

The conference between OWI officials and Secre- 
tary of State Hull is a move in that direction. 
Robert E. Sherwood’s remark that “we won’t be 
caught off base again,” is a proper assumption of 
OWI responsibility. 


JUST A BREEZE. 

In some way the impression has gained currency 
that St. Louis summers are uncomfortable. To be 
sure, right about now the chill has been taken off 
the air. Frost-bite is not prevalent. In the sun, it 
is hot. But as for its being uncomfortable—well, 
really! 


The canard needs a quietus put on it. Summers ' 


get quite uncomfortable in some cities. They do in 
Washington, in New Orleans, Memphis, and Atlanta. 
St. Louis, on the contrary, always has a breeze. Some- 
times the breeze is present, sometimes it is just on 
the way. But one way or the other; there’s always 
a breeze. 

Some St. Louisans, however, find that it never 
gets quite stuffy enough for them, and so they avoid 
the breeze. On busses or street cars. they keep the 
windows down so no breeze can enter. If someone 
hag carelessly left a window open, they yank it shut 
firmly. Consequently, on many public conveyances 
not a window is up. This is one reason why out- 
landers get the impression it is unpleasant here in 
summer. 

One thing everyone can do about the weather is 
to open the window. People who find it too airish 
for them these July noons may be ignored. Most 
of the passengers will be delighted to have a little 
wind romping around in the car. Strangers mop- 
ping their brows, likely candidates for spreading 
the rumor that it’s stuffy in St, Louis, will change 
their minds. Getting through the summer, they 
will find, is, {if done properly, just a breeze.

N certain respects we have done vastly 
better in this war than in the last one; 
in others, not so well. 

In production generally, we have done 
vastly better. In the last war, no Ameri- 
can-built flying machine flew in combat 
over Europe; no American-built cannon 
was fired at the front; the American ships 
were too late, 

The Army and Navy are incomparably 
larger and richer in equipment now. We 
are meeting the problem ‘of supply with 
vast skill. We have built 150,000 airplanes 
which fly on every battlefield. 


On the home front, the Bill of Rights has 
fared better; there have been fewer spy 
scares; alien property has been handled 
more competently. There are few pro-Ger- 
mans in America, and practically no pro- 
Japanese, Italians ‘are no longer treated 
as enemy aliens. 

The management of our economy has 
been much worse. In the last war there 
was, broadly speaking, no food shortage. 
We came out with a surplus. Our produc- 
tive capacity is greater now. The difficulty 
arises from lack of faith in our economic 
institutiong and in the people, and a want 
of competent administration under clearly 
defined authority, 


Little Clarity on Aims. 


American public opinion has been allowed 
to disintegrate. The objectives of the war 
become more cloudy. The Four Freedoms 
statement, though perhaps a good begin- 
ning, was utterly inadequate. The Atlantic 
Charter belongs to a period that has passed. 
Disintegration of unity accounts for the 
so-called “zoot-suit riots” and the race dif- 
ficulties in Detroit. Our national leaders 
have expressed themselves without that 
elevation of spirit which arises from spir- 
itual realization of great issues. 

President Roosevelt sometimes gives the 
impression that as quarterback he is also 
captain, manager and coach, and should 
carry the ball on every play. Congress has 
shown it does not relish the role of a 
perennial blocking back. 

With the third administration, patronage 
is relatively slender. Party discipline is at 
a low ebb The cry of crisis has been 
raised too often, and now Congress is sus- 
picious of the demands for power. The 
critical temper of Congress brings to the 
surface all the tensions within an adminis- 
tration -where capacity and organization 
have never been adequate. 
intolerable situation of the Vice-President 
and the Secretary of Commerce in an un- 
dignified ‘squabblo, obstructing the conduct 
of the war by putting their public feelings 
ahead of public interest, 


Danger of Partisan Appeals. 


There is a resurgence of partisan ap- 
peals which will impair national effective- 
ness, 

In contrast with the last war, the labor 
problem is worse. The habit of surrender 
has reached such a stage that the President 
announced himself hopeless. Heretofore, 
by interpretation of statutes and his war 
powers under the Constitution, he has 
found some way to neet situations: — 


He did not suggest that he might take 
over a labor union’s millions of dollars, pre- 
sumably as legally as he could seize the 
property of the owners. Though the Gov- 
ernment as it runs the mines also collects

the union dues, he still did not know how to 
manage a labor union. He virtually said 
that management could be compelled to 
work, but labor could not. The President’s 
statement left the War ane Board high 
and dry. 

The Smith-Connally bill ne itself was an 
angry and unwise piece of legislation. I do 
not believe Congress would have overridden 
the veto if the President had suggested a 
proper substitute. 


Internationally, there is a vast improve- 
ment through the personal contact of Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill, but a less sat- 
isfactory relationship with Russia; that 
nation is sensitive to the fact that we have 
sent no first-class representative. 


Tension With the French. 


The relationship with France has become 
progressively unsatisfactory, culminating in 
the extraordinary statement by the Presi- 
dent that “there is no France,” though we 
are supplying arms for 300,000 Frenchmen 
and the assault upon Europe has been 
launched from part of the French home- 
land. By needless partisanship, dangerous 
tensions are being ugnified. For reasons 
which no one understands, we are taking 
the part of Giraud against De Gaulle, 


The executive is ready by executive ac- 
tion to make large economic and social 
commitments, but he does not show a spirit 
of teamwork with Congress, and specifical- 
ly the Senate, in relation to relief and re- 
habilitation. His political commitments, so 
vague as to be confusing, tend to block 
political commitments by Congress. We see 
piling up the same quarrel between the 
executive and the Senate which made the 
feud of President Wilson and Senator Lodge 
a symbol of the tragic fiasco over the 
Treaty of Versailles. 

It is recognized that there must be a 
postwar organization, but there is no public 
discussion organized as effectively or in 
any respect as systematically as the dis- 
cussion of the League to Enforce Peace in 
the last war. 


Physically we have achieved more than 
before. Politically, both at home and 
abroad, the absence of coherence is becom- 
ing a danger to our own society and to the 
organization of the postwar community of 
nations. 

The moment has come for all Americans 
to work for national unity. 


GRASS-ROOTS PEACE DISCUSSIONS. 
From the Des Moines Register. 
HE people of South Bend, Ind., believ- 
ing that world peace starts at home, re- 
cently held a “Congress on Postwar Peace.” 
On three successive Sunday afternoons, 
delegates from 125 city organizations met 
and discussed “minorities,” “employment,” 
and “food.” Among the organizations rep- 
resented were 52 churches, 32 clubs and 
civic organizations, eight schools, 13 labor 
unions, and five American Legion posts. 
Catholic groups sent delegates. There were 
large blocks from Jewish and Negro groups. 
Following questions and discussion, sev- 
eral resolutions were passed concerning 
postwar policy, and further sessions of the 
congress were planned for next fall. In 
South Bend’s wake, neighboring Gary in- 
augurated a similar conference, with the 
Mayor presiding.

Air War in Malta and Crete 
Produces Two Excellent Books 


“Malta Story,”’ by W. L. River; Based on the Diary 
of Howard M, Coffin. (EB, FP. Dutton & Con 
Inc., New York.) 

“Alrborne invasion,” by John Hetherington, 
Sloan & Pearce, New York.) 


HESE are two war books of exception- 

ally high caliber, “Malta Story,” the 
rapid-fire account of Flying Officer Howard 
Coffin’s experiences in the Malta siege, 
stands out as a beacon light of fine writ- 
ing among the run-of-the-mill war books, 

Coffin, a young Californian, was one 
of four Americans in the R. A. F. group 
of 200 flyers who went to the relief of 
Malta in the summer of 1941. These four 
and Jimmie Towers, the pretty Waaf, are 
the principals in a drama set against the 
background of 4000 air raids'in 400 days, 
which cut down the 200 flyers to six. 

“Malta Story” is almost a novel. It is 
fictional in form, with more than half of 
its pages dialogue. It has a fine love plot 
and plenty of action. Above all, it has a 
clean, exciting prose, 

This story of a battered, defiant little 
island could have been muffed if Mr. River 
had written the conventional war book, 
packed with facts, statistics and conclu- 
sions. But he wisely chose to create 
live people, whose story will stay with the 
reader far longer than the number of 
Italian fighters shot down over Malta.

In “Airborne Invasion,” John Hethering- 
ton blueprints the amazing German cap- 
ture of Crete—“the first full-scale para- 
troop invasion in the history of mankind.” 
Hetherington, an Australian and corre 
spondent for an American news service, 
went to Crete in April, 1941, with the refu- 
gees and remnants of the Allied forces 
from Greece. British, New Zealanders, 
Australians, Greeks—they went to Crete 
in open boats “by guess and by God.” 

For a month they worked desperately 
to make the island defensible. On May 
20, all too soon, the Germans came. Sup- 
ported by dive-bombers and strafing fight- 
ers, they dropped from the skies in para- 
chutes, gliders and transports, 

Allied snipers picked off thousands of 
paratroopers in mid-air like cpa cp 
Transports were blown up with as 
they landed. But, despite enormous losses, 
the Germans continued to land, and soon 
gained the strategic Maleme airdrome, 
With mastery of the skies, the Luftwaffe 
was able to harass the defenders and bring 
in supplies and equipment. It was only a 
matter of days before Crete fell. 

* * * 


Crete cost Germany several thousand of 
its best trodps and halted the Nazi advance 
in the Middle East. The author points 
out that since the Crete invasion, Germany 
has made no attempt to attack a strong- 
hold with airborne troops. Whether or 
not the campaign was too expensive, it 
was certainly revolutionary. 

It will be interesting to compare the 
Crete campaign with the Allied invasion 
of Sicily when the full story of the latter 
is told.

T 


HE first news from Italy. made the fall of Mussolini seem much 
neater and simpler than in fact it can possibly be. In appear- 
ance, the King-Emperor has accepted the resignation of the head 


of his Government, his Prime Minister and his Secretary of State, 


and has appointed a successor. 

In reality, with his people in re- 
bellion, the machinery of govern- 
ment in collapse and his army and 
mavy defeated and disintegrating, 
King Victor Emmanuel has set up 
@ military dictatorship in order to 
preserve a modicum of order while 
he and his advisers seek to extri- 
cate Italy from the war. 

The King’s proclamation declar- 
ing that “no recrimination must 
be made,” and followed by Marshal 
Badoglio's very severe decrees of 
martial law, disclose the state of 
affairs which every one has always 
expected: that when the Fascist 
regime fell, Italy would be on the 
verge of anarchy and of civil war. 
For this corrupt tyranny has ruled 
Italy for 20 years, and during those 
20 years © has killed, exiled, ter- 
rorized, bribed and driven under- 
ground the men who would nor- 
mally have governed the kingdom. 
The mer- resignation of Mussolini 
and his Cabinet cannot restore 
Italy to a normal way of life. 
What the King calls “recrimina- 
tion” is inevitable and necessary. 
For recrimination is just another 
mame for the rooting out and the 
punishment and the liquidation of 
the Fascist hierarchy and their 


. ” 
Italy’s Plight. 


HE destruction of Fascism 

must not, therefore, be con- 
fused in our minds with an ordi- 
mary change of party government 
in a constitutional state. There is 
mo new party ready to hold office 
in place of the Fascist party, and 
Italy, as the price for submitting 
to Mussolini for 20 years, must in- 
evitably pass through the ordeal 
of military government, first Ba- 
Goglio’s and then ours, imposed 
upon a condition of anarchy. 

The return to something resem- 
bling normal government must 
wait not only for peace in Europe, 
but also for the purging and the 
bringing to justice of the Fascist 
leaders and their hireMags in the 
provinces and cities «nd villages 
of Italy. The destruction of Fas- 
cism will not be a pretty sight. It 
can, we may hope, be regulated. 
But it must not be prevented, and 
the more swiftly and surely Fas- 
cism is destroyed, the shorter will 
be the — of — 


Nor must we “think that Italy 
can now sue for peace and then 
subside into neutrality. Italy is in 
the awful predicament, thanks to. 
Mussolini's pact with Hitler, where 
she can end the war against us 
only by participating in some very 


‘considerable measure in the war 
legainst Germany. She cannot 
really cease to be the ally of Ger- 
many without becoming the enemy 
of Germany. What was impossible 
for Petain and Darlan will be even 
more impossible for Victor Em- 
manuel and Badoglio. They are 
enmeshed in the war, and they 
cannot hope merely to disentangle 
themselves, and then sit and wait. 

Italy wi remain a theater of 
war for operations against Ger- 
many, in the Balkans and in 
Frange. The shorter the war, the 
better for Italy. The sooner our 
forces can advance beyond Italy 
toward the main enemy, the less 
will be the devastation of Italy 
and the misery of her people. If, 
therefore, the Italians have enough 
energy left to turn against the 
Germans in their midst, to capture 
them or expel them, and then to 
facilitate our advance, that will 
be the way the King can now best 
serve his country. The radical 
course would be the safest for him 
and for his people, and the: radi- 
cal course is, in the pHght of Italy, 
to change sides. 
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A Way Out. 
HIS is, in a military sense, the 
safest course the King can 
take. For how can he extricate 
his army from the Balkans and 
save them from the vengeance of 
the people they have outraged un- 
less they redeem themselves by 
opening the gates of the Balkans 
to the liberating armies? How 
can the king save Northern Italy 
from becoming a battlefield except 
by turning upon the Germans and 
ejecting them? How can he pro- 
tect the miserably defended cities 
of Italy from German attack ex- 
cept by making sure that the 
Anglo-American airforce is quickly 
established in Northern Italy? 
Morally and politically, the sur- 
est proof that Fascism has been 
destroyed by the Italians will be 
that the Italians join the anti- 
Fascist alliance and by their own 
acts and at their own risk help 
extirpate the Nazis in their own 
land. 
whelming power in the Mediter- 
ranean, the Italian nation would 
face the lesser risk, and they could 
earn the honor and the rewards of 
having played a part in their own 
war of independence and of na- 
tional redemption. In that ef- 
fort, made in the face of misery

‘STATE DEPARTMENT, OWI HEADS 
CONFER ON U.S. ITALIAN POLICY 


‘WASHINGTON, July 29 (AP).— 
State Department and Office of 
War Information officials met yes- 
terday to co-ordinate their policies 
with regard to Italy. Robert E. 
Sherwood, director of OWI over- 
Seas service, said the purpose was 
to “get our policy on the beam.” 
Those who met with Secretary 
Hull were Sherwood; Milton Eisen- 
hower, acting director of OWI; 
James FP. Warburg, director of 
OWl's overseas service in New 
York; Michael McDermott, press 
relations chief of the State De- 
partment, and Robert Pell, its 
liaison officer. 

The conference followed Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's repudiation of an 
OWL broadcast in which King Vit- 
torio Emanuele and Marshal Pietro 
Badoglio were called Fascists, with 
a reference to “the little moronic 
King.” Sherwood said the “late 
unpleasantness” was not discussed, 
but added: “We won't be caught 
off base again.” 

Sherwood added that Hull had 
given the conferees a detailed pic- 
ture of the State Department’s 
policy on Italy. “Beaming” the 
United States’ policy toward Italy, 
Sherwood said, is “a little difficult 
at present” because of the uncer- 
tainty concerning conditions there.

Baseball’s War Relief

NEW YORK, July 29 (AP).— Topped off by its biggest jackpot 
yet, baseball has come within shouting distance of the half-million- 
dollar war relief bull’s-eye Commissioner K. M. Landis predicted it 


would hit. 

Yesterday's third war relief pro- 
gram—including one postponed 
game to be played in Cincinnati 
tonight — produced an estimated 
$185,000 from 166,715 paying mem- 
bers of Gus Fan’s family. This 
sum, together with the $147,391 
realized from the first eight-game 
war relief “day” June 30 and the 
$115,174 from the All-Star game, 
which went to the bat-and-ball 
fund, made up a package of $445,- 
952 for the war effort.

WITHHOLDING TAX JULY | 
ON BONUSES, COMMISSIONS 


Commissions or bonuses paid to 
sales persons on or after July 1 
for sales made in June are subject 
to the new 20 per cent Federal 
withholding tax, Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue Robert E. Hanne- 
gan announced today, after receiv- 
ing a ruling from the Commission- 
er of Internal Revenue in Wash- 
ington. 
The ruling applies to all sales- 
men and retail clerks in depart- 
ment stores, apparel shops and 
men’s clothing stores, paid on a 
commission basis, Hannegan said. 
It also applies to bonuses received 
on or after July 1 for work prior 
to that date. Department stores 
and other businesses here, which 
have been awaiting the ruling, 
have not yet turned withheld earn- 
ings over to the Collector’s office. 
Hannegan said salary increases 
negotiated prior to July 1 and sub- 
sequently approved by the War 
Labor Board, even though paid 
after July 1, are not subject to the 
withholding tax, but back pay re- 
ceived under the Wage and Hour 
Law, if paid after July 1, is sub- 
ject to the tax.

40,000 Officers, 
Handled American 
Craft — Navy Reveals 
Details of Landing. 


WASHINGTON, July 29 (AP).— 
The Navy disclosed yesterday that 
more than 1500 of its vessels, rang- 
ing from cruisers to small landing 
craft, effected the landing of 
United States invasion forces on 
Sicily. The ships were handled by 
a force totaling more than 40,000 
officers and men. 

Revealing details of naval par- 
ticipation in the Allied drive into 
the Italian island, the Navy said 
that the huge fleet included not 
only large combat units and many 
sizes of landing craft @ut also a 
mumber of antisubmarine patrol 
vessels and “a swarm of motor tor- 
pedo boats.” 

The Navy eaid that success of 
the invasion from the naval stand- 
point was essentially the success 
of specialized landing craft “which 
have been developed to break down 
the coastal walls of the Axis’ 
European fortress.” 

The landing craft were not de- 
ecribed in great detail. Pictures 
have shown they included small 
barges for transporting men, tanks 
and guns and fairly large ships 
which are completely seaworthy 
and capable of striking at Europe 
from ports in the United States. 

The American naval units en- 
gaged in the largest amphibious 
operation in history were under 
immediate direction of V. Adm. 
H. K Hewitt, commander of United 
States naval forces in North Afri- 
can waters. Hewitt's was part of 
the Allied force under the general 
operational control of British Adm. 
Sir Andrew Browne Cunningham, 
supreme chief of naval forces un- 
der Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

The American units were part 
of the United States Atlantic fleet 
commanded by Adm. Royal E. In- 
gersoll. Under Hewitt were R. 
Adm. Alan G. Kirk, R. Adm. John 
lL. Hall and R. Adm. Richard lL. 
Connolly. 

“The actual landing on the 
Sicilian shore was only the culmi- 
nation of long months of extensive

preparation, of intensive training 
in the complex maneuvers of am- 
phibious warfare, of working out 
logistical problems, and of meticu- 
lous planning on a vast scale to 
insure that every vessel would be 
at the proper spot at the proper 
moment,” the Navy said. “The 
training of personnel was con- 
tinued in North Africa until the 
last moment before shoving off.” 

There were about 2500 ships and 
craft of various kinds in the total 
amphibious force thrown against 
Sicily and the Navy noted that 


“constituted by far the greatest 
number in the invasion fleet.” 

The invasion caught the Italians 
napping because their intelligence 
officers had cried “wolf” too often, 
according to Maj. Alvan C. Gillem 
Jr., chief of the armored command 
at Fort Knox, Ky., who has re- 
turned ‘from North Africa and 
Sicily. 

“One Italian General told us they 
had heard about the approaching 
invasion 20 days ahead,” said 
Gilem. “They made preparations 
every night, but it began to get 
sort of tiresome, and along about 
the twentieth night the boys lost 
their enthusiasm for getting ready. 
That was the night we hit ’em.” 

Gillem said the invading forces 
struck so suddenly, and succeeded 
so well in their plan of keeping 
the enemy “off balance,” that the 
retreating Axis forces had little 
time to sow systematic mine fields, 
although the Allies occasionally 
ran 
areas. 

Booby traps were more trouble- 
some and in at least one place— 
the Comiso air base—German sol- 
diers dead on the field had been 
mined ag booby traps. That was 
not the first time, Gillem said, that 
Germans had mined their dead. 

The success of the attack was 
clear evidence’ that “our training 
must be O. K.,” said Gillem.

INVASION OF SICILY 


Night Scehes and Landing 
Vividly Pictured in Letter 
by Ensign Wolhuter. 


A striking eyewitness account of 
the opening phase of the Allied 
invasion of Sicily in the early 
morning of July 10 was contained 
in a letter by Ens. George R. Wol- 
huter, gunnery officer aboard a 
large landing ship-tank, to his wife, 
Mrs. Alice Wolhuter, 6070 Cates 
avenue. The letter was written 
July 16 after the 25-year-old offi- 
cer returned to his base. 

“It is about 10 o’clock in the 
morning and our part of the in- 
vasion fleet is moving out of our 
base,” he said. “There are ships as 
far as you can see in any direc- 
tion. There are all types of land- 
ing craft loaded with tanks, troops, 
trucks, etc. We also have a large 
number of destroyers and cruisers 
with us. We don’t know when it 
will take place, but we do know 
that we are going to invade Sicily. 

“This Is the Night.” 

“Now (4 p. m.) it seems we won't 
attack tonight as we are a long 
way from our objective and have 
gone a roundabout way to keep 
out of sight. There is quite a 
rough sea blowing up and it doesn’t 
look so good for our invasion, as 
the small landing boats will have 
trouble in the heavy surf on the 
beach.

“About midnight we anchored 
about 10 miles off Licata, Sicily, 
and lowered our small invasion 
boats and crews. They were put 
on about a week ago. They formed 
in waves and headed for the beach, 
About this time the cruisers and 
destroyers opened fire to soften up 
the beach and knock out known 
gun emplacements there, It really 
was a sight. You could see the 
flashes from the guns and our ship 
would shake under us. Then we 
could see the shells headed for 
the beach like a flock of ducks. It 
was pitch black, of course, but the 
shells were tracer ... then there 


each hit. 

“This went on for a while and 
then we heard firing on the beach 
and knew our boats had landed. 
About this time a large seaplane 
flew over us very low. Being so 
low we figured it was one of our 
planes and did not fire. How- 
ever, we wished we had fired. A 
few minutes later it dropped a 
bunch of parachute flares which 
lit up the whole ocean, We 
knew these flares would show any 
enemy planes our position so we 
expected an attack any minute, We 
got it. We heard the plane dive 
and the bomb whistle, It hit about 
100 yards from us. No damage 
was done, and we neVer did see 
the plane. 

Enemy Planes Fired On, 

“Soon it began to get light and 
that is a very difficult time, as 
it’s light enough for planes to see 
your ship, but pretty hard from 
your ship to see planes. A Ger- 
man bomber flew over us. Several 
ships and ourselves opened fire. 
The last we saw of him he was 
smoking, but not down. He prob- 
ably didn’t make it back, though. 

“It was daylight now and every 
once in a while a bunch of enemy 
planes would come over and then 
all hell would break loose. All the 
ships were shooting at them. They 
didn’t drop any bombs, nor were 
they hit, but they had a mighty 
rough time of it. You have no 
idea of what a show that is. The 
sky suddenly seems to fill with 
streaks of tracers and puffs of 
black and white smoke and you 
can’t hear yourself think. 

“About 10 o’clock in the morn- 
ing we steamed into within 1000 
yards of the beach and awaited

The slam bid might well have 
come from North instead of South, 
but as long as the partnership 
reached the correct spot, I sup- 
pose any criticism of the bidding 
is merely academic. 

West opened the heart king and 
dummy’s ace won, declarer dis- 


‘carding a spade. The ace and king 


of trumps were immediately 
cashed, to the accompaniment of a 
grunt of annoyance from South 
when the queen failed to drop. 
However, heroically steeling him- 
self against this “bad break,” 
South now proceeded to cash dia- 
mond tricks, starting with dummy’s 
ace and jack. When the last dia- 
mond was led from dummy, East 
hesitated, obviously toying with 
the idea of ruffing with the club 
queen, but presumably he hated to 
part with that card without exact- 
ing at least one trump from the 
enemy, hence he decided to dis- 
card a heart. Declarer, of course, 
won with the diamond king and 
continued with the queen, discard- 
ing dummy’s heart. Now it did 
not matter much what East did. 
Actually, he let go another heart. 
Declarer cashed his last diamond, 
discarding a spade from dummy. 
This time East also let go a spade. 

Declarer was just about to com- 
plete his own ruination by taking 
a spade finesse (indeed, he had a 
low spade half-way out of his 
hand) when a great light burst on 
him. Making a last-minute recov- 
ery, he triumphantly threw East 
in with the club queen, then dared 
him to make a safe return. Obvi- 
ously, East was “hooked.” A spade 
return would go right up to dum- 
my’s tenace, and a heart return 
would permit declarer to discard 
his next-to-last spade, while ruf- 
fing in dummy. The slam was 
home. 

If East had not been s0 coy 
about parting with his club queen, 
there would have been a different 
story to tell, All East had to do 
was ruff the third diamond and 
exit with a heart; at that time 
there was still a heart in dummy. 
Later, East would have had to be 
given the spade king for the set- 
ting trick. This defense; however, 
was available only because declar- 
er had neglected to make the su- 
premely simple play of ruffing 
dummy’s low heart, thus stripping 
the combined hands, before run- 
ning off the diamond suit. 


Spanish Cream

I am quite sure that 
many people who had read of the 
other incident in the papers must 
have realized my mistake, but I 
cannot let it go without this public 
apology.

Some people have written me 
to ask me if I was advocating 
mixed marriages and I would like 
to make it clear that I would never 
advocate this.

Breakfast. 
Grapefruit juice, remander of tin 
rom Thursday; whole wheat 
cereal, three-fourths cup whole 
wheat cereal, three cups boiling 
water, one teaspoon salt, top milk, 
sugar; toast and butter, eight 
slices enriched bread, butter or 
fortified margarine; coffee (for 
adults), three tablespoons coffee; 
milk (for children), two cups milk. 

Luncheon, 

Welsh rarebit on toast, one- 
third cup butter or margarine, 
one-third cup flour, three-fourths 
teaspoon salt, three cups milk, two- 
thirds teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce, one-third pound sharp cheese 
(three red points), two eggs, 
eight slices toast. Make a white 
sauce of the first four ingredients. 
Add Worcestershire sauce and 
cheese and stir until cheese is 
melted. Add well-beaten eggs and 
cook one minute longer. Serve 
immediately over hot toast; wilted 
lettuce, three-fourths pound leaf 
lettuce, two tablespoons bacon drip- 
pings, one-half teaspoon salt, one 
teaspoon sugar, one tablespoon ‘vine- 
gar. Tear leaves into three or 
four pieces. Heat the remaining 
ingredients, pour over lettuce and 
toss. Serve immediately; lemon- 
ade, one-half cup freshly squeezed 
lemon juice, grated rind of lemon, 
one-third cup sugar, four cups ice 
water.

Beef steak and kidney pie, two- 
thirds pound lamb kidney (two 
red points), two-thirds pound 
ground beef chuck (six red 
points), three tablespoons bacon 
drippings, one and one-half tea- 
spoons salt, four medium sized 
onions, one pound potatoes. Wash 
kidneys split lengthwise and re- 
move fatty core and tubes, Cover 
with cold water and soak one hour. 
Drain, dice and saute in one-half 
the fat. Cover with water, add 
one-half teaspoon salt and simmer 
slowly for 45 minutes or until 
tender, Quarter onions in fat in 
another skillet, Add ground meat 
and brown; add remaining salt.

T IS comforting to have our wounded sent back to our own 
| hospitals where some of us can go to see them. But’ this 

means that we must follow certain rules of behavior—or to 
put it mor® accurately, acquire amenability to advice from those 
in charge. This answers a letter from a young woman whose 
feelings are hurt because an “unfeeling nurse” suggested that 
she cut short her visit to a wounded soldier. The nurse was, 
of course, right. In fact, many of the hospitals have been 
obliged to make rules for the protection of the seriously wound- 
ed from those whose intentions are completely good, but whose 
powers of observation are completely bad. Those'for example, 
who stay on and on, not realizing that convalescents tire easily. 
In fact they may very well suffer a serious setback from any 
expenditure of their strength. The plainest of common-sense 
rules that each and every hospital visitor should remember, 
are: Bring only pleasant news. Don’t get into any serious dis- 
cussion. Don’t ask questions about the war. And at first evi- 
dence of excitement or fatigue, get up, and with a pleasant, 
impersonal excuse, leave quickly. Don’t say, “Oh, I’m afraid 
I've tired you!” Say brightly, “I’ts been good to see you” and

Been 


Happy One, With Better 
Morale and Increased Production. 
By Thomas B. Sherman 


N the British Museum a frag- 

ment of marble struck from a 

Greek vase shows men at work 
threshing grain with ancient flails 
while two musicians sit at one side 
playing a reed and a lyre. The 
position of the flails suggests that 
the down strokes of the workers 
were synchronized and that each 
stroke was measured by the pulsa- 
tions of the music. Two thousand 
years later it would have been the 
same for any sculptor who came 
across a Georgia chain gang or a 
Midwestern section gang. There 
were no reeds or strings to furnish 
music and mark a rhythm, but 
none was needed for the workers 
made their own. 


It would seem, therefore, that 
these special properties of music 
have always been known to men, 
Even before there were sculptors, 
no doubt, the artisan in cave and 
forest had discovered that he 
worked better and faster under the 
stimulus of ordered sound, 

But despite the long history of 
this association between work and 
music, the plant-wide use of music 
by industry is a phenomenon of 
today. Indeed it is only at its be- 
ginning, for while the matter has 
caught the ears of important man- 
ufacturers all over this country, 
the numbers of plants that are 
employing music regularly is still 
lesg than 3000. In England “Music 
While You Work” is so prevalent 
as to be almost unanimous in war 
plants. But even there the de- 
velopment is of fairly recent origin, 

According to one of the reports 
submitted to the British Broad- 
casting Co., “the employes of an 
important engineering firm had to 
march up and down at four miles 
an hour for two hours at a time 
testing breathing apparatus. In or- 
der to break the monotony the 
management introduced a gramo- 
phone and played such stirring 
marches as ‘Soldier of the Kiny.’” 

The effect on the marchers was 
immediate and dynamic, The en- 
gineering firm in question has had 
music in its shops at working 
hours ever since. This was 30 years 
ago, but for some reason this suc- 
cessful experiment evoked no imi- 
tation in England or elsewhere. In 


1936, however, radio {installation 
firms began to propagandize works 
Managers and executives with a 
view, of course, to the sale of 
their products. The general reac- 
tion was not favorable at first, but 
by 1937 a number of factories had 
installed outlets and were furnish- 
ing. their workers with daily pro- 
grams of music by means of rec- 
ords. ⸗ 

Then in 1940 the British Broad- 
casting Co. after consultations 
with industrial and welfare organi- 
zations, inaugurated a series of 
programs intended to meet the spe- 
cial requirements of working con- 
ditions, When the war broke, every 
plant that had a Government con- 
tract or was marked for one was 
requiged to install a plant-wide 
speaker system for use in air raids. 
This greatly expedited the develop- 
ment of music for workers in 
work-hours and now 80 per -cent 
of British industry has tried it, 
liked and kept it. 
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There is no clear record of how 
the” “Music While You Work” 
movement began in the United 
States, but evidence of its success, 
which is more important, is to be 
had for the asking on all sides. 
The Sterling Aluminum Products 
Corporation, one of the St. Louis 
plants which is operating such a 
musical system for its workers, 
started using it last March. Now 
it is an established part of the 
plant environment, as familiar and 
as necessary, in the belief of all 
concerned, as light, heat, ventila- 
tion, water supply and toilet facili- 
ties. 

Accarding to R. W. Spencer, di- 
vision manager of thé company, 
the management was not motivat- 
ed by any economic, sociological] or 
psychological considerations. No 
studies were made of the effects 
of music on the nervous system. 
No. scientific theories influenced 
the decision in the slightest. The 
management merely thought it was 
something the workers would like. 

The great majority of the work- 
ers did like it and immediately. 
But there were dissenters. Ags in 
other places, a few persons could 
see no favorable connection be-

tween “As-Time Goes By” and the 
fabrication of aluminum pistons. 
The Safety Committee of the plant 
also wondered whether music 
might increase the risks of bodily 
injury for men who operated cut- 
ting machines. 

This skepticism did not survive 
long. For while there may be 
disagreement, as to the precise ef- 
fect of this music-in-th-air on pro- 
duction charts, management and 
workers are unanimous in saying 
that all results, tangible and in- 
tangible, are favorable results. 

As a matter of fact there has 
been a definite improvement in 
figures relating to production, 
absenteeism, personnel turnover 
and plant accidents. (The fears 
of the Safety Committee were not 
realized. There has been no acci- 
dent since March.) On the basis 
of such figures one could—and 
many do—make out a formidable 
scientific case for plant music. The 
Management at Sterling Alum- 
inum, however, is quite satisfied 
with what can be seen with the 
naked eye, 

The men and women sing at 
their work. The 500 odd employes 
make as many as 100 requests a 
day for favorite compositions, and 
they immediately complain by tele- 
phone if there is any delay in 
turning on the music. No psycho- 
logical shark or efficiency expert 
is ‘needed to interpret evidence 
such as that. 

As in most factories, the music 
at Sterling Aluminum is dis- 
seminated through speakers placed 
at intervals in every part of the 
plant except the drafting room and 
the clerical offices. It is not played 
continuously but for 20-minute pe- 
riods at 10 a. m., 2 p. m., 4 p. m., 
the lunch hour and at the same 
relative periods during the other 
two shifts. The music is light, 
simple in structure, rhythmically 
stimulating. Hypnotic music is 


avoided except at the lunch hour. 
For “hypnotic” substitute “croony.” 
Bing Crosby, alas, can do nothing 
for a girl-inspector’s morale except 
out of hours. Fatigue is best ex- 
orcised by military marches and 
dances, 

The music, which {is all from 
records, the company having a 
changing library of about 500, is 
controlled by a central operator 
who; with the assistance of the 
management and the liberal advice 
of the employed personnel, runs 
the daily programs. She also con- 
trols the volume level for each de- 
partment. The volume is higher for 
rooms in which a high percentage 
of machine noise must be over- 
come and it is kept very low for 
precision workers—such as gauge 
inspectors—whose ‘faculties must 
be kept in a continuously sharp 
focus. 
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The practices obtaining at Sterl- 
ing Aluminum at its plant at 2925 
North Market street follow pretty 
much a nation wide pattern. In 
some industries original music is 
sometimes used. The plant orches- 
tra or glee club puts on its own 
program, In some plants the pro- 
gram directors employ an extreme- 
ly wide variety of music—that is, 
they not only enlist the hit parade, 
but the so-called classical com- 
posers. The hero of a recently 
printed gag evidently worked at 
such a plant. “I’m not going to 
work today,” this hairy-chested 
grease monkey was quoted as say- 
ing. “They’re playing Tschaikows- 
ky at the lunch hour. Tm a 
Brahms man.” 

Sometimes the program director 
has a special problem. If there is 
a high percentage of Polish work- 
ers in a plant it would be some- 
thing of a mistake—it might even 
provoke resentment—to pipe in the 
skirling of Scotch bagpipes. And

he think and feel? What 

gives him pleasure and dis- 
may? Is he sub,or super human? 
We read and hear about Russia 
every hour of the day. And yet 
to the great majority of Americans 
the Russian is as mysterious crea- 
ture as the denizens of darkest 


Africa. 
There are so many things which 


are Russia. Ragged, vermin ridden 
peasants standing before filthy 
huts, staring with brutish, ignorant 
eyes, using medieval methods to 
till their meager farms. That’s one 
picture of Russia. Or there's that 
slinking horror, the Communist, 
armed with oily talk and gabotage. 
Or the incongruous picture of mag- 
nificent formal Russian banquets. 
Or twinkling ballerina dancing 
under front line fire. And above 
all the amazing fact that the most 
privileged person in Russia apart 
from the bureaucrats, are artists- 
writers, dramatists, actors who 
earn as much as $20,000 a year 
and possess country homes and 
imported automobiles and fabulous 
wardrobes.

All of which adds up to what? 
All of which adds up to a vast be- 
wilderment and a dark sugpicion 
in,the American mind which even 
the best writers have been unable 
to dispel. For these writers have 
given us each in his turn his own 
particular version of Russia plus 
his own personal reaction, which is 
as futile and unfair ag if you tried 
to compare a Vermont Republican 
with a Wild West cowboy.

But now ikea Be writer who 
really gives a picture of Russia. As 
Is—every side of Russia from 
spangled toe dancer to blood spat- 
tered front line fighter—and gives 
it in the plain, simple language 
which Americans understand and 
believe. The man who does this is 
James E. Brown and the book is 
“Russia Fights,” recently published 
by Scribner's. 

Of it Joseph E. Davies, former 
American .Ambassador to the So- 
viet Union, says: “I urge every 
American to read “Russia Fights.” 
Mr. Brown answers the questions 
which people are asking. A p 
sionate believer in democracy, rm 


holds no brief for the Soviet politi- 
cal system but he tells us frankly 
that it has brought great benefit 
to Russia, He believes as I do that 
we must work with the Soviet 
Union after the war and that our 
different methods of government 
need be no obstacle to that co- 
operation,” 
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And you can take it from me, 
Mr, Davies is giving you sound ad- 
vice. It needs no oratory to con- 
vince us that the Russian soldier 
is ag tough and brave a fighter 
as the world hag ever seen. But 
what lies behind him? What sus- 
tains his faith? In what soil does 
his courage root? Brown gives 
the answer to all these questions. 
Here, in the most quiet language, 
are plain facts which will wreck a 
thousand fantastic illusions. In 
the first place, Russia isn’t a com- 
munistic country as most of us be- 
lieve. Sdéme analysts report: that 
its communistic membership num- 
bers as low as 1 per cent of the 
total population. Certain it is 
that Communism is playing little 


part at the present time. The 
Russians are out to lick the Ger- 
mans. That is the one prevailing 
thought in every Russian~ mind 
and heart and although Russia 
speaks 75 different languages and 
is composed of as many different 
bloods, they are all united in that 
sole purpose—Kill the Nazis, 


But they are not only bent on 
killing the Nazis with tanks, bay- 
onets, guns and planes. Such 
death, they know, would be only 
temporary. The beast would rise 
again. They must kill those things 
which create Nazism in any hu- 
man flesh and so throughout Rus- 
sia, from the Arctic igloos to the 
Black Sea, in schools, in labora- 
tories, in homes, however humble, 
Russia is fighting the ignorance 
and bestiality which made this war 
possible. 

It’s an amazing book—more 
amazing because the writer is not 
@ propagandist, doesn’t advocate 
the Russian way of life for any 
other people. But you cannot un- 
derstand this war until you have 
read that book, 


More Work Than It Seems

HE period of adolescence, or 
period of prematurity, is roughly 
from the age of 12 to the age 
of 18. It is one of the most pain- 
ful periods of human life both for 
the adolescent and the onlookers. 


Childhood is a relatively stable 
period of not-very-rapid physical 
change of growth, gradual mental 
development and spiritual retarda- 
tion. The child is willing to have 
his.rules made for him; he is, with- 
in limits, obedient, takes medicine, 
eats what is put before him (again 
within limits, and with some addi- 
tions of his own), takes direction 
about his physical welfare. 

Then, of a sudden, these adven- 
turers in life put away childish 
things—not yet a man, or woman, 
no longer a child, they turn yearn- 
ingly in both directions. The other 
sex is discovered, and as is the 
case with most discoveries, results. 
in confusion, Growth is so rapid, 
that they are somewhat ridiculous. 
Visions and ambitions assail them 
—their reading, if they do any, be- 
comes adult. They are moody, shy, 
sulky, loud or obstreperous, as the: 
case may be, .

IN WARTIME all these normal 
symptoms of adolescence are mag-. 
nified and distorted. More than 
ever adolescents need parental con- 
trol. And that is just what is now 
too often lacking. <A school phy- 
sician ig quoted as saying that the 
employment of mothers as well as 
fathers in wartime industry is hav- 
ing a most profound and unquali- 
fied bad influence on adolescents. 
There should be no question about 
the draft deferment of fathers nor 
for the refusal to accept mothers 
in industry unless proper provision 
is made for the care of adolescents 
as well as infants and children. 


The increase in the nervous 
manifestations and personality dis- 
orders of adolescence is, to say the 
very least, disturbing. 

Acne, or pimples, is another 
widespread adolescent curse. But 
the most unfortunate effect is on 
the patient’s personality. There is: 
no cure for it, and parents drag 
the patient from doctor to doctor 
until time finally puts in the cura- 
tive licks. Teasing and natural 
sensitiveness to appearances may 
make the victim so miserable that 
the effect lasts into adult life,
